BELGRADE. Yugoslavia, March 28 |'®#—An under- 
ground organization challenged President Tito’s Commu- 
nist government today and called upon the Yugoslav 
people to overthrow the country’s “dictatorship.” It was 
the first sign of an organized opposition here in six years. 

A communique outlining aims 
and objectives of the organization 
—which said it was organizing a 
Socialist party—was_ circulated 
among foreign correspondents sta-' 
tioned here. It bore no signature. ' 
It cautioned those who received it 
to destroy the copies for fear 
Yugoslavia's security police might 
attempt to trace identification. 

A spokesman for the Foreign 
Office termed the alleged new or- | 
ganization ‘‘obscure, ridiculous 
and insignificant, unworthy of 
comment.’ High officials in Tito's 
government called the statement 
**nonsense.”’ 

RECALLS OUSTER 

Perhaps significantly, the docu-, 
ment was distributed on the eve’ 
of the fourth ‘plenary session of 
Yugoslavia's Central Committee, 
which meets tomorrow for the first 
time since Milovan Dhilas, a vice 
president, was stripped of his rank 
for attacking government policies 
early this vear. 

Speculation immediately focused 
upon the possibility that support- 
ers of Djilas, one of the five top 
ranking figures in the government, | 
were behind the new move.

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Slum Clearance 
Takes Body Blow 


There is money in slums—for the land- 
lord ownership that is. Or as Mayor 
Zeidler of Milwaukee expressed it last 
summer, “Slums exist because they are 
profitable—so profitable the owners find 
it much cheaper to resist and avoid the 
laws to prevent slums or even to pay the 
fines for failure to conform.” 

But the price of slums to the commu- 
nity is squalor and filth and crime, disease 
and death for the inhabitants, decay at 
the heart of the slum-infested city. 


The best answer to slums, said the 
Milwaukee. mayor, is to tear them down. 
Tearing them down is known as sium 
clearance. 

Slum clearance has taken a body blow 
in Washington. The House appropriations 
committee seriously to cripple, 
then kill, the national housing program. It 
recommends cutting the 35,000 units a year 
the President wanted back to 20,000 units 
for next fiscal year, to 15,000 the next 
year and none after that. 

A cutback in federal aid to housing 
presents a serious problem to cities 
plagued with slums. Atlanta is no ex- 
ception. Our city is blighted by the pres- 
ence of 8,000 to 10,000 houses dilapidated 
beyond repair. Atlanta doesn’t have the 
money to go it alone. Without federal 
funds the clearance program will bog 
down. 

Representative Phillips (R- Calif), 
chairman of the committee which wrote 
the new bill, said slum clearance was the 
only justification he could find for Ike's 
four-year, 140,000-unit program. ° 

What better reason could he want than 
the tearing down of unfit housing and its 
replacement with something decent? 

But then as the Milwaukee mayor said, 
slums are profitable—the owners resist 
laws that would prevent slums. 


The owners’ lobby evidently has been 
at. work.

Georgia’s ‘Golden Age’ 
Left Ills for Future 


Those of us who are wont to look back 
on the days prior to 1865 as the golden 
age in Georgia and the South will find 
little comfort im a new book by the Uni- 
versity of Georgia’s Prof. Willard Range. 
He most definitely doesn’t share that opin- 
ion and his work, “A Century of Georgia 
Agriculture,” supplies the proof. 


A century ago the majority of Geor- 
gians had a comparatively low standard 
of living. In the agricultural society in 
which cotton was king, this contributed 
also to a low standard of farming. Citi- 
zens were concerned with a high “stand- 
ard” in spiritual and moral things but were 
little concerned with éddnomic progress. 

Slovenly and destructive practices in 
agriculture were visible everywhere. Chief 
among them were the general disregard 
of the land and abuse of it, the general 
disrespect for grasses and soil saving, a 
lack of interest in livestock, a haphazard 
and unscientific method of preparing land 
and cultivating crops, and the tendency to 
look to the North and West for supplies 
while the Southern farmer devoted his 
energies ta the “homage of King Cotton.” 

This agricultural empire, based on 
slaves and exploitation of the land, was 
headed for destruction on its own accord 
long before the jolt of the War Between 
the States forced us to change direction. 
At that, hampered by restrictions that 
rendered industrialization almost impos- 
sible, the South’ made little headway in 
its basic faults. 
ay we wre beginning to reap the re-

wards of realizing our mistakes and cor- 
recting them. Prof. Range believes that 
as a result the South is on the threshold 
of its greatest era. Industrialization has 
been the big factor—the growth of the 
cities that have made markets for the 
products of dairies, truck gardens and 
livestock farms. The new era has brought 
such things, too, as paved roads and libra- 
ries, electricity, increased credit facilities 
and an interest in education and scientific 
agriculture. 

The “golden age” carried within itself 
the evils that destroyed it, along with 
much of our soil resources. It has cost 
us in pride and effort to change, but 
change we have and the revolution has 
brought new life and hope to a third of the 
nation. '

Issues Becoming Clear 
As Election Time Nears 


With the first primary only a few 
weeks away, politicians and voters are 
taking a look at the issues now building up. 
These are reflected in many activities in 
Congress, but others are gmoldering be- 
neath the surface and are likely to explode 
with full fury come summer. 


A Congressional Quarterly survey in- 
dicates that the top 10 issues now are 
about as follows: Economic readjustment, 
farm problems, taxes and government 
economy, foreign policy, defense, power 
and conservation, business—big and small, 
coddling Communists vs. McCarthyism, 
labor and welfare and civil rights. 


On each of these issues there has been 
a fairly clear division in Congress. Most 
of them stem from the Eisenhower pro-- 
gram, and surprisingly enough, Democrats 
have given some of the features of the 
program more support than Republicans. 
On the questions of farm problems, taxes, 
power and conservation and economic 
policies the Democrats have disagreed. 


It will be a long, hot summer, not 
cooled off any by the fact that there will 
be Senate and gubernatorial elections in 
44 of the 48 states and a complete House 
of Representatives turnover. 


It will be rather warm here in Geor- 
gia, too, where we must elect a governor 
and a legislature. And we'll have an en- 
tirely different set of issues. When it’s 
over, however, the people will have had 
ample opportunity to decide the merits 
of the cases and we can only pray that 
the decisions are correct. It’s so much 
better than having no issues and no can- 
didates.

Drunk Drivers Given 
Stern Word of Warning 


The Tennessee Supreme Court recently up- 
held a second-degree murder conviction in the 
case of a man who was driving his car while 
drunk and killed a woman and her young 
daughter. It makes precedent and puts drunk 
drivers on stern notice. 


The defendant pleaded that he was so drunk 
at the time that he could not even remember 
the so-called accident. He argued, therefore, 
that there could not have been any intent to 
kill, which is required in a conviction for 
murder in the second degree. 


The opinion of the court as reported by 
Chief Justice A. B. Neil was that the “intent 
is evidenced by the unlawful act.’’ It went on 
to say: ‘One who knowingly drives an automo- 
bile while drunk, which is dangerous to human 
life, will not be heard to say that he has no 
intention of harming others.”’ 


The court had previously upheld both volun- 


tary and involuntary manslaughter convictions 


in cases of death caused by drunken driving, 
,but this was the first time a conviction for mur- 
der in the second degree for that reason had 
been sustained. The conviction in question car- 
ried a sentence of not more than 15 years in 
prison. 


The court’s ruling is a long step toward 
general recognition of the gravity of the offense 
involved in driving a car while drunk.

| WASHINGTON?-What, really, is back of the 
fight being waged so furiously nowadays against 
Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin? The motives 


he said unto Jesus, Lord, remem- 
ber me when thou comest into thy

The assurance that, no mat- 
ter who I am or what my life has 
been, if in true repentance and 
faith I turn to Christ as best I 
understand Him, He will hear me 
and He will save me. He came to 
Save sinners—that means He came 
to save me. And being saved by 
Him means more than anything 
else can mean.

and an unbalanced budget. When 
economic chaos results, the at- 
tempt will be made to bring 
about a system of state-owned 
and state-controlled industry and 
to establish the totalitarian con-— 
cept of a “rubber stamp’”’ Con- 
gress subservient to White House 
dictation.

Most of the adjustments manu- 
facturers have made in meeting 
the deadline to date have been 
through cuts in production rather 


than in prices, the advisers main-' 


tain. 
PURCHASING POWER 
They insist that consumers 


have ample purchasing power, 
as demonstrated by the growth 
in personal savings, but have 
approached the market gingerly 
because of uncertainty as to the 
stability of existing prices. 

Reports reaching the White 
House from economic “‘listening 
posts’ set up through the coun- 
try indicate that where price re- 
ductions have heen made to ‘‘test 
the market” the response of con- 
sumers has been immediate and 
enthusiastic. 

In some areas, retailers have 
heen putting on special promo- 
tions on such items as luggage, 
furs, jewelry, handbags and cos- 
metics in advance of anticipated 
excise tax reductions. Consumer 
response has heen reported as 
more than satisfactory. 


BUTTER DROP 


One large food chain reported 
that it has been in anticipation 
of lower butter prices due when 
government price supports drop 
April 1 to 75 per cent of parity 
from the present level of 90 per 
cent. 

Parity is the federal standard 
designed to give farmers a “fair 
return’ on their products in re- 
lation to the costs of the things 
they must buy. 

In one city the food chain ad- 
vertised hutter at 59 cents a 
pound, and reported that it did 
the equivalent of eight weeks’

NO CONCESSIONS 


Assistant Secretary of State 
Walter S. Robertson said in a 
radio interview today that the 
United States would make no 
‘‘dangerous or fatal concessions’’ 
to the Communists in order to 
end the Indochina war at the five 
power Geneva Conference begin- 
ning April 26. He denied that the 
United States had accorded Com- 
munist China a form of recogni- 
tion by agreeing to negotiate with 
the Chinese at Geneva. ‘'We are 
negotiating with Red China, not 
as a government, but as the 
principal enemy aggressor in 
Korea.”’ 

Numerous other speeches on 
Indochina and Far Eastern prob- 
lems may be expected in the next 
few weeks. With Eisenhower's 
encouragement, Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon, is playing a 
leading part in formulating policy 
on these problems, of which he 
got a firsthand view during his 
round-the-world tour last Decem- 
ber. He will speak on Indochina 
before a meeting of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors 
next month. 

Key points in the administra- 
tion’s views on Indochina were 
explained today as follows: 

1. Insofar as it concerns Indo- 
china, the United States agreed 
to the ‘‘performance”’ at Geneva 
only because it was an internal 
political necessity for the French. 
The United States sees no possi- 
ble settlement there now. No mat- 
ter how you turn it, a political 


settlement under present circum- | 


stances would be tantamount to 
handing the country over to the 
Communists. The present weak- 
ness of the anti-Communist Viet 
Nam must be recognized. If the 
antiCommunist Viet Nam gov- 
ernment and the Communist Viet- 
minh government were merged, 
the Communists could take over 
the whole government in two 
weeks. Chief of State Bao Dai 
agrees therefore that at present 
“there is nothing to negotiate.’’ 


TRAINING 

2. If the French can be kept 
fighting for another year or two 
the anti-Communist forces can 
gain dominance, even though a 
clear-cut victory is improbable.
